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Steering 
lock road 
rage man 
avoids jail 

A MOTORIST, who hit 
another man with a metal 
steering lock in a road rage 
attack, avoided jail after a 
court heard he was due to be 
a father and was a carer for 
his sister. 

Mohammed Yousaf was 
told by Recorder Mr Adam 
Feest that people who arm 
themselves with weapons in 
road rage attacks should 
normally go to prison. 

But he sentenced 30-year- 
old Yousaf, of Dudley Road, 
Tividale, to nine months 
suspended for two years. 

He was also ordered to do 
200 hours of unpaid commu¬ 
nity work and to pay £200 
compensation to his victim, 
Luke Guy, whom he hit 
around the head and ribs. 

The attack, which hap¬ 
pened in Hall Street, Dud¬ 
ley, at the junction with 
North Street, on June 8 last 
year, ended only when Mr 
Guy’s pregnant girlfriend, 
Terri Winder, threw herself 
across him to protect him. 

Yousaf denied racially 
aggravated assault and hav¬ 
ing an offensive weapon. At 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court, he was cleared of 
racially aggravated assault 
but found guilty of an alter¬ 
native assault charge and 
having the weapon. 

During his trial, he admit¬ 
ted he hit Mr Guy with a 
metal steering lock but 
claimed it was in self 
defence. 

HMV jobs in 
rescue move 

HMV has been rescued in a 
£50 million deal that will 
help to preserve 2,500 jobs. 

Britain’s last remaining 
independent music retail 
chain will be salvaged in a 
plan that will keep more 
than 140 shops open - likely 
to include the branch at the 
Merry Hill centre, Dudley. 
The move is too late to save 
the branch in Walsall which 
has already shut. 

But the news is likely to 
mean other branches includ¬ 
ing one in Wolverhampton 
will be rescued. Specialist 
restructuring firm Hilco has 
signed a binding agreement. 


COUNCIL NEEDS 
FOSTER CARERS

A LEADING Tory councillor has called for measures to 
attract more foster carers after figures revealed a 21 per 
cent rise in the number of Dudley children taken into care 
during the past three years. 


Dudley Council is looking after 740 children compared to around 480 in 2010. The 
authority now plans to take on eight additional staff to work with parents whose children 
have been taken into care to provide an in-house “supervised contact” service. This is 
presently provided by an outside agency. Staff will help families meet and work through 

issues in “family-friendly” surroundings. 

But Councillor Liz Walker, Conservative 
spokesman on Integrated Children’s Ser¬ 
vices, said she was not convinced the move 
was the right way forward. 

And she believed measures to “cut red 
tape” were needed to attract more foster 
carers in the borough. 

“I was disappointed to hear so many chil¬ 
dren in the borough have gone into care 
over this period,” she said. 

“It shows Dudley is a very rigorous 
authority but the cost is phenomenal. Mea¬ 
sures are needed to bring in more high qual¬ 
ity foster carers. 

“There is a lot of red tape and this can be 
off-putting for people who would like to 
become foster carers. We should be seeking 
to remove obstacles where we can. 

Creation 

“In terms of the creation of an in-house 
service I just hope the cost is justified. We 
need to ensure the quality of the service is 
the same as that provided by outside agen¬ 
cies. 

“At the moment I am not convinced this 
change is the right way forward.” 

Councillor Tim Crumpton, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for children’s services, said: “It will 
always be a last resort to put children into 
care. 

“However, people should understand 
that for some, this was their first real 
chance to live a life with pleasure. 

“Like many other local authorities across 
the country the current economic climate is 
placing pressure on families. 

“The impact of high profile child protec¬ 
tion cases is also raising awareness 
amongst professionals of the potential risks 
within families. 

“The increased number of looked after 
children places pressure on both budgets 
and access to suitable placements but we 
will continue to work hard to provide sup¬ 
port and care for families in most need.” 


Two attackers 
boasted about 
killing in alley, 
court is told 

TWO men attacked, stripped and battered 
to death a reveller as he walked home from 
a night out before going to a house party and 
“boasting” about what they had done, a 
court was told. 

A jury heard Shylon Wishart and James 
Cartwright beat victim Shane Watson in an 
alleyway and took photographs of them¬ 
selves urinating on him. 

A court heard how the assault took place 
after the victim had become separated from 
his girlfriend Kelly Handley during a night 
out in Sedgley. 

It was alleged that when she tried to con¬ 
tact her partner on the phone, one of the 
attackers answered and “callously” told 
her: “Your boyfriend has been dealt with.” 

During the opening of his murder trial, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court heard that 
Wishart denied taking part in the attack on 
the 23-year-old victim. 

Prosecutor Mr Peter Grieves-Smith said 
18-year-old James Cartwright had earlier 
admitted killing Mr Watson. 

Jurors were told that Mr Watson had 
been in Monty’s Bar in High Street, Sedg¬ 
ley, in the hours before he was attacked. 

Mr Grieves-Smith claimed that 19-year- 
old Wishart, of North Springfield, and 18- 
year-old Cartwright, of Sandyfields Road, 
were responsible for the attack. Wishart 
denies murder. The trial continues.

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Hit-and-run driver gave himself up 


A DUDLEY driver has admitted fail¬ 
ing to stop after knocking down 21- 
year-old Tom Cox from the Black 
Country who died hours later. 

Ben Davies was driving the car 
which hit Mr Cox, of Tipton, as he 
walked to a bus stop in Sedgley to 
meet his girlfriend on his birthday. 

Mr Cox, a former Willingsworth 
High School student, suffered head 
injuries and died the following 
morning. Davies, who admitted tak¬ 


ing cocaine the day before the crash, 
failed to stop but handed himself in 
to police 13 hours later. At Dudley 
Magistrates Court last week, Davies, 
of Old Park Road, Dudley, pleaded 
guilty to failing to stop at the scene 
of an accident - a crime which car¬ 
ries a maximum sentence of six 
months in prison. Mrs Sukhi Rai, 
prosecuting, said 25-year-old Davies 
had been driving along Dudley Road 
towards Dudley when Mr Cox was 


hit at 11pm on November 17. She 
said the road had a 30mph limit and 
it appeared Mr Cox had emerged 
from beside a line of parked cars. 

She said: “He was found on the 
pavement with serious head injuries 
and taken to Queen Elizabeth Hos¬ 
pital. Despite medical intervention, 
his injuries unfortunately proved 
fatal. Thirteen hours later, Mr 
Davies went to Dudley police.” 

After his arrest, he again admit¬ 


ted his part in the accident and he’d 
taken cocaine the day before but 
experts were unable to say whether 
this would have affected his driving. 

Mr Lee Preston, defending, said: 
“This is a dreadful incident but 
we’re not dealing with this man for 
causing the death of this unfortu¬ 
nate young man. We’re dealing with 
him for failing to stop.” 

Davies was bailed until April 29 
when he will be sentenced.

The future 
of market 
now under 
threat, claim 

THE future of Dudley’s 
market could be threatened 
if multi-million pound new 
supermarkets are built in 
the town centre, it is feared. 

Three rival regeneration 
schemes have been given the 
go-ahead by councillors. 

They include the Porters 
Field project which will see 
Cavendish House demol¬ 
ished to make way for a 
modern store and a stylish 
public piazza. 

While a £20 million 
scheme has been earmarked 
for the New Mill Gate area 
of the town centre between 
Flood Street and King Street 
by developer Commercial 
Estates Group. Both proj¬ 
ects, which will bring hun¬ 
dreds of new jobs, were 
approved by Dudley Council. 

But Len Lenihan, chair¬ 
man of Dudley Market 
Traders’ Association, said: 
“I don’t believe it’s what the 
town needs. I don’t think it’s 
a good idea to have these 
developments on the out¬ 
skirts of the town centre 
taking shoppers away from 
the High Street and the 
market.” 

But councillors welcomed 
the developments. 

Councillor Tim Wright, 
said: “We may get one, we 
may get two but if we don’t 
approve them we aren’t 
going to get any.” 


Councillors were at log¬ 
gerheads over the decision 
to award the comic the civic 
honour, which was only pre¬ 
viously given to long-stand¬ 
ing councillors or other 
notable residents. 

But after months of wran¬ 
gling, a committee of coun¬ 
cillors agreed new rules 
around the award which 
opened the doors to the 
nomination for the former 
Tiswas star. 

This came despite contin¬ 
ued opposition from some 
members including Conser¬ 
vative group leader Council¬ 
lor Patrick Harley.

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£234,000 
loans go 
to firms 

MORE than £234,000 of 
loans has been shared out 
among small businesses in 
Dudley from council officials 
to help secure jobs during 
tough economic times. 

The cash comes from the 
£lmillion Dudley Business 
Loan Fund, which was set 
up for small and medium¬ 
sized companies in the bor¬ 
ough.

Store set to 
reopen soon 

A HIGH street supermarket 
is close to reopening in Dud¬ 
ley after a four-week refur¬ 
bishment and rebranding. 

Cool Trader in Market 
Street, Kingswinford, will be 
a Herons Food store when 
work ends next week. 

The change in brand fol¬ 
lows the sale of Cool Trader 
by Iceland to Herons Foods 
in September 2012. Heron 
Foods bosses say the store 
opening could be followed by 
several more in the Black 
Country. 

It is welcome news for the 
town after the collapse of 
The Sofa Club on The Pen- 
snett Trading Estate and 
the announcement that 
npower is closing its High 
Street office.

The Parry People Mover shuttle 


A CRISIS-HIT Black Country 
transport company has pledged 
it will not be derailed by a wran¬ 
gle over £70,000 VAT - and will 
see through plans that could cre¬ 
ate hundreds more jobs for the 
region. 

The firm behind the highly 
successful Stourbridge Parry 
People Mover rail bus, which 
shuttles 500,000 passengers a 
year between the town’s two rail 
stations, has a new £700,000 
order from Turkey for a slightly 


larger vehicle. Parry People 
Movers Ltd, in Cradley Heath, is 
also on the brink of clinching an 
order worth more than £1 mil¬ 
lion from America. 

And the company is also in line 
for £lm funding through a 
regional fund to invest in propos¬ 
als for a vehicle that would dou¬ 
ble the size of its People Mover, 
which is powered by a 2.3 litre 
car engine. 

John Parry, the chairman of 
associate company JPM Parry, 


said that if everything came to 
fruition, the Parry People 
Movers’ 10-strong workforce 
could increase to 50 and hun¬ 
dreds more jobs could be created 
at companies which are making 
components for the company. 

These would include WDB, at 
Halesowen; Stourbridge firm 
Scandus, and Trailways, 
Bloxwich. 

Parry’s has been granted a 56- 
day reprieve at the High Court 
in London after an attempt by 


HM Revenue and Customs to 
wind it up over a £70,000 VAT 
debt. 

Mr Parry said that he was con¬ 
fident that, with the support of 
its shareholders, the company 
would overcome its present diffi¬ 
culty and carry on with its plans. 

“We won’t be derailed,” he 
said. “We have the full support of 
shareholders - they are enthusi¬ 
astic to see the project through 
in spite of the financial difficul¬ 
ties we have been going through. 



Store raid gang's reign of 


terror is brought to an end 


FOUR men admitted their role in robberies in 
the Black Country including one at a store in 
Dudley after a dramatic roof top arrest. 

The masked armed gang left staff terrified at eight shops 
in a four month spree which saw them snatch cigarettes, 
spirits, cash and other goods. They were stopped as two 
were caught trying to grab cash and up to £10,000 of ciga¬ 
rettes from a Co-op shop in Overfield Road, Russells Hall, 
Dudley, as it prepared to open on September 22. Police 
found 22-year-old Jake ■ by HGlGII BfOWFI 
Williams on the roof and ^ 

Andrew Scanlon, 23, at the 
back of the store. 

Anthony Everitt, 35, and 
Stuart Plant, 24, were 
arrested soon after. 

The breakthrough came 
as detectives investigated 26 
robberies on convenience 
stores and all-night garages 
in which up to £50,000 of 
cigarettes and about £20,000 
cash was stolen. 

At Wolverhampton Crown 
Court Williams of Meldon 
Drive, Everitt, of Wallace 
Road and Plant of Daley 
Road, all Bradley, Wolver¬ 
hampton, admitted conspir¬ 
ing with others to commit 
robberies between May 22 
and September 23. 

Scanlon, 23, of Oak Road, 

Tipton admitted a single 
robbery charge at the Over¬ 
field Road Co-op. All four 
defendants were remanded 
in custody for sentence on 
May 7. Judge Nicholas Webb 
called for a pre-sentence 
report for the hearing on 
Scanlon who was of previous 
good character. 


For months they ter¬ 
rorised shop keepers in the 
region - threatening staff 
with weapons to make them 
hand over cash and ciga¬ 
rettes. 

After covering their faces 
they would rush into the 
store they had targeted wav¬ 
ing an axe or hammer to 
ensure victims did not resist. 

They would then stuff 
bags with packets of ciga¬ 
rettes and steal cash. 

Police were alerted to the 
raid in progress at Dudley- 
where a four-strong masked 
and armed gang had 
pounced minutes earlier as 
staff arrived. 

Terrified workers were 
threatened with an axe or 
hammer and were bundled 
into the store. 

The mobile phone of a 
worker was smashed as staff 
were forced to open the safe 
and the gang prepared to 
flee. Then police swooped. 

Not all gang members 
were involved in all the rob¬ 
beries. 


Three face charges 

THREE men have been charged with burglary after being 
accused of trying to steal copper piping from an empty 
house in Dudley. 

Police officers swooped on Celandine Road, on the Wrens 
Nest estate, following a tip-off to make arrests last week. 
They were called on April 2 at around 10pm. 

All three men have been charged in relation to the inci¬ 
dent and bailed to appear at Dudley Magistrates Court on 
April 19.

Trust looking to protect historic sites 


CALLS to protect historic land¬ 
marks around Halesowen, including 
a 13th century abbey site, have been 
made by campaigners who want to 
draw up a fundraising action plan. 

They want to set up a fundraising 
committee as part of the Halesowen 
Abbey Trust and are keen to bring 
residents and businesses on board. 

Landmarks like the former Hale¬ 
sowen Council buildings in the town 
centre, Lutley Mill and the home of 


Somers Sports and Social Club 
based at The Grange should be safe¬ 
guarded, according to trust mem¬ 
bers. It comes after the future of the 
Halesowen Abbey ruins, in the 
grounds of Manor Abbey Farm, 
appeared settled as a deal to sell the 
site was expected to be completed 
next month. 

Halesowen Abbey Trust had har¬ 
boured ambitions to buy the site 
itself and was drawing up a 


£575,000 Heritage Lottery Fund 
application to create a visitors cen¬ 
tre. 

But instead private buyers have 
come forward to buy part the farm¬ 
house and barns surrounding the 
ruins to create an events and wed¬ 
dings venue. 

Campaigners hope to work with 
those buying Manor Abbey Farm, 
which is built into the ruins of Hale¬ 
sowen Abbey dating back to 1215, to 


strike a deal to allow them to hold 
visitor days. 

However, trust spokesman Mick 
Freer said “positive” talks had been 
held with the new owners. 

“The members are looking for¬ 
ward to getting to know the new 
owners,” Mr Freer said. 

He added the trust wanted to cast 
its net wider to ensure that other 
long-standing buildings in the town 
were protected. 


Woman given pet ban 
after dog is put down 


A WOMAN has been banned from keeping 
animals for five years after her pet dog had 
to be put down following months of neglect. 

Sandra June Ray allowed one of 10-year-old Highland 
terrier Pepe’s nails to grow so long it punctured her paw. 

Dudley Magistrates Court heard a growth in the dog’s 
mouth had gone untreated and reached the point where it 


could not be fully removed 
by vets. The court was told 
it had been decided to put 
Pepe down to end her suffer¬ 
ing. The dog’s coat was also 
matted and covered in the 
animal’s urine and faeces. 

Ray, aged 53, of Pennant 
Road, Cradley Heath, admit¬ 
ted causing unnecessary suf¬ 
fering to an animal and 
three charges of breaching a 
duty of animal welfare. 

District Judge Graham 
Wilkinson told Ray she had 
only narrowly escaped a jail 
term before sentencing her 
to a two-month community 
order with a curfew between 
6pm and 6am. 

She was banned from 
keeping animals for five 
years and also ordered to 
pay a contribution of £1,000 
to the care Pepe received 
from the RSPCA before she 
had to be put down. 

Mrs Gaynor Sutton, pros¬ 
ecuting on behalf of the 
RSPCA, said the neglect had 
only come to light after 
neighbours, concerned for 
Pepe’s welfare, confronted 
Ray on May 29 last year. 

“Neighbours had been 
worried about Pepe for some 
time. They had only seen 
Ray visit once each day and 
only for a few minutes. They

had also heard Pepe howling 
late at night,” she said. 

“On May 29 two neigh¬ 
bours knocked on the door 
and demanded to see Pepe. 
Ray let them in and they 
found the dog in the condi¬ 
tions described.” 

Mrs Sutton said Pepe 
would have suffered “severe 
pain” due to the “ulcerated 
mass” in her mouth. 

Vets decided to put her 
down as they were unable to 
fully remove the growth. 

The court was told when 
interviewed by the RSPCA, 
Ray had told them she had 
“done her best”. 

The court was told Pepe 
had originally belonged to 
Ray’s late husband who had 
cared for the dog and kept 
her in good condition. 

But after his death, the 
dog had been left in Ray’s 
care. Mr Kirandeep Soor, 
defending, said his client 
had done her best to look 
after the dog but had not 
been able to cope. 

But this was rejected by 
District Judge Wilkinson. 
He said: “If she could not 
cope she could have taken 
the dog to a charity like the 
RSPCA.”

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100 trees 
will go in 
£2.6m wort 

AS many as 100 trees will be 
removed from a popular 
park as part of a £2.6million 
refurbishment project. 

Dudley Council has lodged 
plans for the work at Stour¬ 
bridge’s Mary Stevens Park, 
which will include creating a 
new cafe and restoring the 
bandstand. 

As part of the scheme, 
dozens of trees will need to 
be taken out. 

Councillor Tracy Wood, 
said: “The proposed £2.6m 
of Heritage Lottery Fund 
improvements, which follow 
consultation with stakehold¬ 
ers and the Royal British 
Legion, would necessitate 
the removal of some of Mary 
Stevens Park’s trees. 

“Many of these trees are 
either causing damage to 
park infrastructure, are 
poor specimens or are 
immature and their removal 
would help us to increase 
the visibility of the war 
memorial. 

“None of the trees are 
under preservation orders 
but Dudley Council always 
aims to replace trees that 
are felled by planting new 
ones across the borough.” 

Stourbridge resident 
Steph Simpson said she was 
concerned by the number of 
trees to be felled. “Even 
with the small amount of 
replanting proposed, this 
will not make up for the loss 
of mature habitat,” she said. 

Ideas call to

Canal artery reopens 


A MAIN waterway artery through the 
Black Country has reopened following a 
£1.5million restoration project on an his¬ 
toric canal tunnel. 

The Canal and River Trust fought off 
severe weather, vandals and thieves to 
finish the strengthening project half a 
mile within the Netherton Canal Tunnel, 
near Dudley, just a week after the sched¬ 
uled date for completion. 

The work, which took four months and 
involved 30 engineers, saw steel rods 
drilled into the walls and a concrete layer 
cemented to the archway to stabilise the 


a 160ft-long stretch of the brick tunnel. 

The tunnel is a major route on the 
Birmingham Canal Navigations and has 
now reopened to both boats and walkers. 

Vandalism 

Project manager Lawrence Tall said: 
“We’re pleased to have finished when we 
did, considering the minor problems we 
had of vandalism and thefts. 

“Because we were so far down the tun¬ 
nel, each time we had a breakdown, theft 
of tools or other matter, it could take up 
to two to three days to get everything 
back in place again to start work. 


after work 

“The problems were a setback, but we 
soon managed each time to recover and 
we ended up only having to extend the 
project by one week.” 

The work was carried out by the trust 
after cracks began to appear in the brick¬ 
work section of the tunnel and tests 
showed the structure to be weakening. 

Unlike in 1858 when the tunnel was 
built, workers were equipped with 
machinery to drill the rods into the walls, 
before installing a metal mesh, into 
which the concrete was cemented. 

The canal had to be shut off as the

equipment had to be carried down the 
waterway and positioned in the tunnel 
on moving water platforms. 

Mr Tall said: “The work will keep that 
part of the tunnel stable for at least 
another 100 years - but there will be 
other parts of the tunnel we need to look 
at again within the next five to 10 years. 

“I think it is worth it because, 
although the waterway may have limited 
use, it is a key link for the canal system 
in the Black Country and needs to be 
kept going. There is also the historical 
side to it.” 


Taxi drivers plan a go-slow 
in protest over white cars 


DUDLEY town centre could be brought to a standstill when taxi driv¬ 
ers stage a go-slow to show their anger after proposals to abolish a 
single car colour scheme were thrown out by councillors. 

Dozens of vehicles are expected to take part in the protest before the authority’s taxi 
committee meeting at 5.30pm on April 24 in a bid to highlight their concerns. More than 
1,000 people have signed a petition, including drivers and their customers, asking the 
council to reverse its rules stating only white coloured private hire cars can be used around 
the borough. Taxi drivers claim it can cost up to £2,000 extra for white models due to 


Deals rescue 
90 local jobs 
at Metalrax 

NEARLY 400 jobs - including more than 90 
in the Black Country - have been saved as 
buyers snapped up parts of Metalrax. 

Workers had been left fearing for their 
jobs after the group suspended its shares and 
called in administrators 

But, within hours, deals were sealed that 
secured the jobs of a total of 387 people 
across the manufacturing group which has 
bases in Wolverhampton and Oldbury. 

The Alvechurch group made kitchenware 
as well as carrying out specialist engineering 
work for clients such as JCB, Caterpillar and 
Jaguar Land Rover. 

However, it had been brought to the brink 
by a funding crisis. Falling sales meant it 
wasn’t bringing in enough money to keep 
the business running and attempts to secure 
additional funding had been unsuccessful. It 
had also suffered after the loss of a major 
contract to supply bakeware to the Mor¬ 
risons supermarket chain last summer. 

Metalrax bosses said they had no choice 
but to call in administrators KPMG for part 
of the group. But the housewares arm, 
including 37 people working at the Samuel 
Groves plant in Oldbury, was not included in 
the administration. 

That has now been bought by a new com¬ 
pany called Cable Capital Partners. 

In a separate deal the main bulk of the 
Metalrax business, including 57 people at 
Cooper Coated Coil in Wednesfield and 77 in 
Redditch at Weston Body Hardware, has 
been bought by a group of companies headed 
by engineering firm Bowman Birmingham.

But Mr Saleem, who is managing director 
at Beacon Taxis, Sedgley and Express Taxis, 
Halesowen, says his drivers feel this is the 
only way to send a message to the council 
without holding a strike which could hurt 
customers. 

“We want them to make a U-turn on this 
policy,” he said. “We want to show how 
strong we feel about this and how angry we 
are because quite frankly we feel robbed.” 

Councillor Partridge, said: “We recently 
reviewed this policy to ensure it continues 
to safeguard the public and considered 
views from councillors, police and the taxi 
drivers. The committee voted in favour of 
keeping the policy as part of the fair and 
democratic process we have in place.”

CALL me old fashioned if you 
will but I’ve never liked the idea 
of women drinking pints, 
mainly because it doesn’t look 
feminine. 

But now one pub in Dudley is trying to 
change that attitude with a beer tasting 
session aimed specifically at women. 

The Jolly Crispin in Clarence Street, 
wants to get more women strengthening 
their biceps and picking up a pint with an 
ale tasting class. 

James and Tom Fownes, owners of 
Fownes Brewery in Upper Gornal, have 
organised the event to get rid of the 
mannish reputation of beer drinking. 

Three new ales and a lot of lager will be 
on offer at the pub and television beer 
expert, Marverine Cole, will give a talk 
encouraging women to embrace a proper 
pint. 

Advocate 

“I am a big advocate for women drink¬ 
ing beer and would even go as far as 
saying it is a much better compliment to 
food than wine,” she says. 

“Many women think it is fattening, 
calorific and just for men, but that is not 
the case. 

“I have been writing about the beauty 
of beer for three years and want to dispel 
the myth that women shouldn’t be drink¬ 
ing it. 

“The truth is, if you’re going to drink 
10 pints and then eat a kebab you will put 
on weight. 

“But if you drink in moderation and 
really sample the flavours and the aroma, 
you will enjoy it. 

“Men have been drinking pints of beer 
for years but now more women are taking 
an interest in it. 


“There are lots of different flavours to 
try because some beers are made with 
grapefruit and others are made with 
honey, so there really is something out 
there for everyone.” 

A recent survey in Italy revealed that 
drinking beer can be good for your 
heart. 

The study of 200,000 people found 
those who drank a pint a day had a 31 
per cent decrease in heart disease risk. 

A group on social networking site 
Facebook called Girls Who Drink Pints, 


appears to agree with the figures. 

With more than 83,000 members, it 
advocates that women order a beer at 
the bar instead of a girly cocktail. 

But while more women may be trying 
fruity beers and pale ale, there isn’t a 
beer specifically for them. 

So is this something James and Tom 
could branch out into? 

“The female market has been the holy 
grail of larger breweries for some time, 
trying various marketing gimmicks to 
attract more female drinkers,” says 


James. As a new business it would have 
been silly to ignore this potential cus¬ 
tomer base, so we decided to approach it 
through an education avenue. 

“We were aware that the perception of 
real ale was changing from an old man’s 
drink to a premium product enjoyed in 
community pubs and city centre bars 
alike, and having become aware of the 
work that Marverine was doing to 
encourage ladies to try beer and appreci¬ 
ate what it had to offer, we wanted to 
work with her and get ladies to look at 
beer with a fresh perspective.” 

One woman from Shropshire who saw 
a gap in the market and created a beer 
just for women is 24-year-old Harriet 
Easton. 

She took matters into her own hands 
when she produced Harry’s Beer in 2007. 

Options 

Although she went on to pursue other 
career options, James and Tom say the 
female market is still huge. 

Tony Jerome spokesman for the Cam¬ 
paign for Real Ale (CAMRA) says the 
industry is working together to show 
women their perceptions of beer are 
untrue. 

“Real ale in the past has been seen by 
many women as flat and warm but the 
industry is playing a big role to show this 
is untrue and the numbers of women 
who have now tried real ale have doubled 
in the last four years,” says Mr Jerome. 

“Tasting sessions like the one being 
hosted by Fownes Brewery, are impor¬ 
tant ways of getting more people to try 
and drink British real ale which has led 
to an increase in sales in recent years.” 

Fownes was officially launched in 
October last year. 

It produces 16 casks a week at the 
Clarence Street pub but work has begun 
to increase this number to 42 casks a 
week. 

The ale tasting event will be held on 
April 16 at 6pm.

Thorny problem for 
the first-time buyers 


ONCE again another idea on how to stimulate the housing 
market and get first-time buyers on the bottom rung. 

Regretfully, there is no easy fix in regard to this. Now we 
have a position where first-time buyers on low incomes are 
unable to purchase, so those already on the ladder are 
unable to move.

Jack back in the water 
despite spinal problem 


A SPORTS-mad Dudley man has 
spoken of how a painful condition 
almost ended his love of swim¬ 
ming - and how a four-week 
course helped improve his life. 

Jack Settleton was diagnosed with scolio¬ 
sis 18 months ago after experiencing weak¬ 
ness and pain around his shoulders. 

Having previously been such a sporty 
teenager, the 18-year-old from Iverley Road, 
Halesowen, felt his world falling apart. 

He said: “The pain was awful, I thought I 
was going mad. It started out of the blue and 
I got the impression people thought I was 
exaggerating. 

“It was constant and I lost interest in 
everything, life basically. I lost a lot of my 
confidence and I guess you could say I 
became quite withdrawn.” 

Scoliosis causes the spine to excessively 
curve sideways and if left untreated can lead 
to fatal heart and lung problems. 

Jack and his mother Carla, aged 46, were 
given a few options: basic physiotherapy 
once a week or surgery fusing his spine solid 
from top to bottom. 

“I just hated the idea of having such a 
risky operation,” said Jack. 

He then turned to a London-clinic: Scolio¬ 
sis SOS run by Erika Maude and began a 
four-week course five days a week to help his 
body. Gradually Jack’s pain decreased. 
While he still has scoliosis and will have to 
continue his exercises, his condition has 
improved so much he is unlikely to need 
surgery. He said: “I love the water, I am pas¬ 
sionate about swimming and I cannot 
imagine not being able to jump in.”

Plans for 
96 homes 
sent for 
scrutiny 

MORE than 90 homes could 
be built on former industrial 
land under new plans lodged 
with council chiefs. 

Derelict buildings on the 
land off Delph Road, Brier- 
ley Hill, will be demolished 
by Orchard Park Properties 
Ltd, if the development is 
approved. 

Developers say the 
housing estate will help to 
breathe new life into the 
site, which has been lying 
empty for more than a 
decade having previously 
been home to several manu¬ 
facturers. 

The proposals, which will 
see 96 one to five-bedroom 
homes built on the land, 
have been submitted to 
Dudley Council. 

The existing buildings are 
said to be in a state of disre¬ 
pair.

A planning statement, 
submitted by agent David 
Leadbetter, says: “The pro¬ 
posals provide for a high 
quality residential develop¬ 
ment incorporating a mix of 
types, styles and size of 
houses including the afford¬ 
able homes on site.” 

The main access to the 
site, which is near the Stour¬ 
bridge Canal, will be from 
Delph Road. The plans will 
be considered within the 
next three months and 
neighbouring households 
and businesses have been 
consulted on the proposals.

sold on to 
companies 


COUNCIL chiefs have admitted they were not 
happy about laws obliging them to sell on the 
names and addresses of tens of thousands of 
voters, as the identities of those who bought 


the details emerged. 

Details from electoral reg¬ 
isters were sold to many 
groups, including credit 
agencies, gym clubs, window 
firms and political parties. 

Councils said laws bound 
them to sell on details from 
the full and edited electoral 
registers for negligible 
amounts. 

The sales have brought in 
less than £1,000 for all of the 
councils. 

Voters are being urged to 
opt out of the edited elec¬ 
toral register, if they did not 
want their details to be 
shared, as it is available for 
general sale and can be used 
for commercial activities 
like marketing 

John Polychronakis, chief 
executive of Dudley, added: 
“The edited register is avail¬ 
able for general sale and can 
be used for any purpose. 

“It can be bought by any 
person, company or organi¬ 
sation and can be used for 
commercial activities.” 

Councillor Chris Towe, 
Walsall’s finance and per-

sonnel chief, said: “Despite 
carrying out a consultation 
with local authorities about 
ending the sale of what’s 
known as the edited version 
of the register in 2009/10, 
the Government made no 
changes to the current legis¬ 
lation. 

“So it leaves us in 
awkward situation. 

“The amount of junk mail 
I receive at home annoys me 
immensely and frankly, if I 
had my way we wouldn’t 
want to be any part of this 
process.” 

“Councils have no say 
whatsoever in the matter, as 
the law specifically allows 
anybody, including direct 
marketing companies to 
purchase the edited version 
of the register. 

“I’d like to remind people 
that you can ‘opt out’ of 
having your details included 
in the edited version by 
ticking a box the next time 
you receive the electoral reg¬ 
istration form. ”

Developers praised for 
leading town's revamp 


DEVELOPERS going head-to- 
head in a bid to bring major super¬ 
markets into the heart of Dudley 
have been championed for 
leading the town’s rejuvenation. 

Councillors say the ambitious plans will 
put Dudley on the map. Old eyesore office 
tower blocks, derelict buildings and under¬ 
used public car parks would be transformed 
under the separate proposals. 

All three schemes are vying to bring one of 
the country’s main supermarket chains to 
the town centre. 

Developer Commercial Estate Group has 
won approval for its modern, glass fronted 
27,000 sqft store on the land between Flood 
Street and King Street. 

Falcon House in The Minories, which 
dates back to the 1960s, will be demolished 
as part of the project. It is used as offices, but 
is 75 per cent empty. The new complex will 
be linked to the centre by walkways. 

A car park below the £20 million complex 
will have space for 278 vehicles. The scheme 
will create up to 500 new jobs and bring 
much-needed redevelopment to King Street. 

Planning committee chairman Councillor 
Rachel Harris, speaking at a meeting last 
week, said she was unconcerned by the loss 
of the Falcon House offices as there was 
better quality premises in other parts of the 
borough like Castlegate. 

She added: “What I like about this plan is 
as you come in along Duncan Edwards Way, 
Dudley Southern Bypass, you will see a town 
instead of a mass of car parking.” 

Music festival for pupils 

YOUNG musicians from the Wyre Forest 
will have the chance to display their talents 
at a five-day event. Youth Makes Music will 
take place at Kidderminster Town Hall, 
Vicar Street, on April 30, May 1, 2, 8 and 9.

Council tax spread out 


HUNDREDS of people have 
taken up the offer of spread¬ 
ing the cost of their council 
tax bills under a new scheme 
set up to help cash-strapped 
households. 

Councils have been told to allow 
people to pay their bills over 12 
months rather than the usual 10 
month period. 

Traditionally, authorities have 
collected the rent over 10 months 
to ensure they have got all the 
money in to pay for services by the 
end of the financial year. 

But new rules passed by Parlia¬ 
ment require all councils to allow 
people to pay over 12 months if 
they wish. 

Some authorities, such as 
Wolverhampton, Walsall and Can¬ 


nock Chase, already offered the 
service and receive payments from 
thousands of people each year 
spread over 12 months. 

Other councils have agreed to let 
hundreds of ratepayers spread the 
cost from next week. 

In Sandwell, 453 households will 
pay over 12 months out of 128,000 
while in Dudley a further 450 will 
do so. 

South Staffordshire Council has 
agreed to let 153 pay over the 
course of a year while Wyre Forest 
has made arrangements for 102 
payers. 

Lichfield District Council has 
157 accounts out of 43,300 paying 
over 12 months and Stafford Bor¬ 
ough Council is providing the serv¬ 
ice for 730. 

In Walsall, where the scheme 


was already offered, 26,203 people 
pay every month - 24 per cent of 
all accounts. 

Figures were not available for 
Wolverhampton City Council but 
spokesman Tim Clark said it was 
the most popular form of payment 
for many. 

Cannock Chase has also been 
offering 12 monthly direct debit 
payments for years and has more 
than 4,000 people who pay that 
way. 

Sandwell Council’s deputy 
leader Councillor Steve Eling said: 
“It is a new government ruling but 
judging by the figures, it would 
appear that the vast majority of 
people prefer to continue with the 
10-month payment and have two 
free months.” 


Travellers 
have gone 

DOZENS of illegally 
camped travellers have left 
a Stourport car park. 

The travellers had 
arrived at the Riverside 
car park on Good Friday, 
bringing about 50 cara¬ 
vans with them. 

Wyre Forest District 
Council was left in the 
position of not being able 
to apply for a court order 
to remove them until 
courts reopened after the 
Easter holiday. 

However, council leader 
Councillor John Campion 
said the travellers had left 
town, leaving the council 
to clean-up. He said: “The 
rubbish has been kept to a 
minimum.” 


Memorial architect’s 
son backs campaign

RELATIVES of the architect who designed Dudley’s origi¬ 
nal Churchill Precinct have joined the campaign to restore 
a stained glass mosaic that formed the centrepiece of the 
site. 

The work, a memorial to war-time leader Sir Winston 
Churchill, took pride of place in the centre from its opening 
in 1969 until the early-1990s. It was decided to take down 
the mosaic after vandalism and weather damage took its 
toll, and is now in storage. 

But Dudley North MP Ian Austin recently launched a 
campaign to get the memorial restored in time for the 50th 
anniversary of Mr Churchill’s death in 2015. 

It has received support from the community - with the 
son of the architect responsible for devising the piece as 
part of his plans for the precinct now adding his approval. 

David Lewis, aged 58, of Wordsley, said he had worked to 
generate interest in getting the work restored himself for 
many years but had not been successful. 

Delighted 

“I am delighted there has been renewed interest in get¬ 
ting the mosaic restored,” he said. “It is the most spectac¬ 
ular piece of art never to achieve national fame. 

“I have tried to create some interest in the work in the 
past as I thought it would have been an ideal piece to go on 
display in Stourbridge’s Glass Quarter. However, it fell on 
deaf ears at the time. I am fully supportive of this campaign 
and will try to help in any way I can. ” 

David’s father, John T Lewis, worked as Borough Archi¬ 
tect from 1952 until his death in 1968 and both envisaged 
and designed the original Churchill Precinct and Birdcage 
Walk. He was friends with world-renowned artist Edward 
Bainbridge Copnall, who made the piece, depicting scenes 
from Churchill’s life, a reality. 

Unfortunately John, better known as JT, did not live to 
see his design completed as he died of lung cancer in 1968, 
aged 54. David and his mother, Eileen, were guests of hon¬ 
our at the opening of the centre in 1969, joining the digni¬ 
taries on the main stage at the ceremony. 


Developers wanted to 
build council housing 

DEVELOPERS are being sought to help build the first new 
council houses in Wolverhampton for three decades. Council 
chiefs in the city have set £5million aside to build the new 
homes over the course of the next five years. 

The first site to be brought forward is a seven-acre plot 
off Thompson Avenue, Ettingshall. Council bosses said they 
are now looking for a development partner to help build the 
new homes. Wolverhampton City Council’s Gurdip Thandi 
said: “The tendering process for developers is under way 
and a decision should be made by the end of May.” 

The last council homes to be built in Wolverhampton 
were in Pendeford in the 1980s. 

The authority is looking at other sites in the city such as 
council-owned garages to see where more new homes could 
be built. 

The project has been launched after the number of coun¬ 
cil-properties in the city dwindled as tenants took up the 
right to buy their homes.

£7m rail compensation 
scheme deadline moved 


A £7 MILLION compensation 
scheme for rail passengers in the 
Midlands who suffered months of 
disruption has been extended to 
try and get more people to claim 
free travel. 

For more than two months at the end of 
last year London Midland passengers were 
forced to check for daily updates on whether 
or not their trains would even run, while 
many were forced to get off miles away from 
their destination and change to other serv¬ 
ices. 

The problems came after more than 30 
drivers left the firm within a short space of 
each other last year, meaning the company 
could not fulfill all of its timetable commit¬ 
ments. 

Bosses have since said they have 
addressed the driver shortage while agree¬ 
ing the compensation package with the 
Department for Transport. 

But now they have had to extend the 
amount of time people have to claim com¬ 
pensation in a bid to get more to come 
forward. The scheme has been extended 
until April 30. Season ticket holders who 
were affected by the problems are allowed to 
claim five days of free travel across the 
London Midland network. 

The firm has also said it will offer half a 
million cheap fares on routes between Birm¬ 
ingham and London, Crewe and Liverpool, 
and spend £2.25m on improvements for pas¬ 
sengers, mainly in the West Midlands.

RETIRED works director Ernie 
Woodhall - renowned among his 
friends for his “ingenious” knack 
for fixing problems - has died 
aged 85.

IT was a mass protest that left 
Black Country workers on 
the verge of starvation and 
created ripples felt nationally. 

And now, 100 years on, events have 
been organised to commemorate the 
anniversary of the 1913 Wednesbury 
Tube Strike. 

It saw thousands of men in the Black 
Country come out in support of 
workers seeking wage parity with their 
Birmingham colleagues who were 
earning 23 shillings a week, which was 
still a low wage for the time. 

Freelance writer and history enthu¬ 
siast Brendan Hawthorne, who 
recently gave a lecture at Wednesbury 
Library, said although it is a story of 
hardship, austerity and tragic conse¬ 
quences, there are still comic moments, 
funny stories and music to lighten the 
dark times. 

“There are so many parallels with 
today. The balance of standing up for 
your rights but also putting food on the 
table is still in evidence a hundred years

on,” he said. The strike started on May 
9 when 200 workers from Crown Works 
demanded higher wages. Large 
numbers of strikers gathered in the 
Market Place. 

It spread across the Black Country, 
and in a matter of weeks, there were up 
to 50,000 people involved. 

During the unrest, families struggled 
for basic food items and relied on 
charity to help them through the tough 
times. 

Shopkeepers showed their support 
by giving away free food, there were 
visits to the region by major figures 
such as the trade unionist Tom Man, 
and there were marches to London and 
south Wales. 

After three months of unrest, the 
strikers returned to work after the 
employers agreed on a minimum wage 
of 22 shillings a week for unskilled 
labourers. 

Mr Hawthorne, of Wharfdale Street, 


Wednesbury, added: “So little is known 
about this event that I feel I need to 
show the townsfolk of Wednesbury how 
strong-minded and brave their ances¬ 
tors were.” 

Wednesbury historian Paul Fantom 
will be giving a talk to Wednesbury 
History Society on May 7. 

“I think this is a period that has been 
overlooked by historians but it is of 
huge importance,” said Mr Fantom, 
aged 45. 

“This protest sparked a growth in 
trade unionism. You went from a situa¬ 
tion where workers were on 18 shillings 
a week - and we have social research 
saying a family needed a minimum of 
21 shillings a week to survive - to an 
improved standard of living. 

“It’s something that should be cele¬ 
brated for the impact it had on commu¬ 
nities.” 

Mr Fantom’s talk is expected to take 
place at Wednesbury Museum and Art 
Gallery.

PEOPLE from all over 
the world have made 
a huge contribution 
to business, public 
services and commu¬ 
nity life in Dudley, and 
immigration has 
brought great bene¬ 
fits to Britain. 

However, it’s important 
that both the benefits of 
immigration and the 
demands it puts on public 
services such as schools, hos¬ 
pitals and housing are 
shared equally. 

People in Dudley raise 
their concerns about immi¬ 
gration with me on the 
doorstep all the time and I 
have never thought it was 
racist to talk about these 
worries. 

I’ve raised these issues 
myself. I was the first MP to 
call for restrictions on immi¬ 
gration from Eastern 
Europe to be maintained 
and at the last election I 
brought the Immigration 
Minister to Dudley so that 
he could listen to local peo¬ 
ple too. 

We should be absolutely 
clear that people who live in 
the UK should be prepared 
to work hard and pay their 
way. They should uphold the 
values on which British soci¬ 
ety is based and obey the 
law. 

They must learn to speak 
English too, because there’s 
no other way to play a full 
part in British society. 

I pushed hard for meas¬ 
ures that the last govern¬ 
ment introduced, like the 
Australian-style points sys¬ 
tem for people coming here 
to work. The Conservatives 
have kept the Australian-

style, points-based immigra¬ 
tion system that Labour 
introduced precisely because 
it works. 

Labour also insisted new 
immigrants must be able to 
speak English, that their 
access to benefits must be 
restricted, and that jobs 
advertised overseas must 
also be advertised here. 

But the truth is that 
Labour was late to under¬ 
stand and face up to the full 
impact of mass immigration 
on our communities, work¬ 
places and public services. 

Combination 

In the end, the combina¬ 
tion of immigration and 
inadequate labour standards 
meant the lowest wages 
were squeezed in some sec¬ 
tors, including by illegal 
exploitation. In other sec¬ 
tors, firms were forced into 
a short-term, low skill 
approach by the ready sup¬ 
ply of low wage migrant 
labour. 

We now need real action 
to tackle these problems. 

Exploitation of migrant 
workers undermines wages 
in general, so I want to see 
better enforcement of the 
minimum wage to prevent 
this. I want to see the maxi¬ 


mum fine for those paying 
below the going rate doubled 
to £10,000, and I want to 
tackle the exclusion of 
British workers from some 
recruitment agencies by 
strengthening the laws that 
are designed to prevent this. 

The Government is com¬ 
pletely failing to cut the 
most harmful forms of 
immigration, and has no 
policies in place to deal with 
its worst effects. 

Far from reducing immi¬ 
gration to the tens of thou¬ 
sands as they promised, net 
migration actually increased 
from 235,000 to 250,000 in 
the Government’s first 12 
months in office. 

This is despite the Gov¬ 
ernment’s target being far 
too simplistic. Bizarrely, it 
marks it a sign of success if 
more Brits move abroad per¬ 
manently, or if less fee-pay¬ 
ing students come to study 
at our world-renowned uni¬ 
versities. 

Even when immigration 
has fallen, it has been 
because the Government 
has deterred students from 
paying to come to the UK to 
study, an area most people 
think helps our economy. 

At the same time, the 


Government has completely 
failed to take action on ille¬ 
gal immigration. 

Instead the number of 
people being deported or 
refused entry has fallen 
sharply, and there is a grow¬ 
ing backlog of suspected ille¬ 
gal cases that are not being 
investigated. 

At Calais, border staff 
have even stopped taking 
fingerprints from people 
caught hiding in lorries, 
making it impossible to 
identify them if they 
abscond. 

Talk to colleges and uni¬ 
versities and you’ll find that 
the Government’s immigra¬ 
tion approach is also putting 
barriers in the way of immi¬ 
grants who bring consider¬ 
able benefits, such as 
graduate students. 

Language 

Everyone wants to stop 
bogus language colleges, but 
graduate students who pay 
to study and make a huge 
contribution to our universi¬ 
ties can easily choose to go 
the countries which will wel¬ 
come them and their money 
with open arms. 

On top of this, they have 
not built on measures like 
the points system and Eng¬ 
lish skill requirements that 
the last Labour government 
took to ensure that migrants 
were able to contribute to 
the British economy and 
integrate with British soci¬ 
ety. 

We need a new approach 
to immigration - one that 
tackles these problems, 
addresses people’s concerns 
and recognises that, 
although there are great 
benefits to immigration, 
they are not equally shared.

The search for a star 
to light up our lives 


B ack in the mid-1970s, when 
Simon Cowell was a teenager 
with big dreams of fame and 
fortune, host Derek Hobson welcomed 
countless acts to the ATV studios for 
New Faces. 

Although the show was a launch 
pad for the likes of Lenny Henry and 
Victoria Wood, in retrospect the format 
was more like Phoenix Nights’ 
auditions than prime-time Saturday 
night. 

A good idea, but a limited budget, 
drab set and male-dominated judging 
panel meant it was in need of glamour 
and pizzazz. By June 2007, things had 
changed as Cowell launched his 
version of the good old-fashioned 
talent show. 

Britain’s Got Talent, ITV, Saturday, 

7pm not only struck a chord with the 
masses, it became an annual 
institution. 

That first run aired on consecutive 
nights on ITV1, with the first five 
shows featuring the audition stages, 
held in London, Cardiff, Birmingham 
and Manchester. 

The final four episodes were the live 
semi-finals and final, with opera singer 


Paul Potts emerging as the winner of 
the public vote. 

It was watched by more than 
11 million viewers, so little wonder ITV 
bosses were left hungry for more. In 
the years that followed, we’ve seen 
dancer George Sampson, dance 
troupe Diversity, acrobatic outfit 
Spelbound, singer Jai McDowall, and 
dancing dog act Ashleigh and Pudsey 
all clinch victory, with last year’s live 
final on May 12 attracting 12.5million 
viewers. Ashleigh and Pudsey also 
went home half-a-million pounds 
richer thanks to the highest payout in 
BGT’s history. 

Which brings us to this year’s 
contest as recent chart-busters Ant 
and Dec return for another selection 
of weird and wonderful acts hoping to 
launch their careers, get their hands 
(or paws) on that cash, and perform at 
the Royal Variety Performance in 
December. 

The latest auditions kicked off on 
January 7 this year, and now is your 
first chance to see the good, the bad 
and the downright dreadful. Of course, 
as Susan Boyle proved, you don’t 
even need to win the show to become 
a global sensation. _ 


Runners up Stavros Flatley, Twist & 
Pulse and Paul Burling proved good 
value for money on home turf, but the 
viral appeal of Su-Bo’s I Dreamed A 
Dream audition not only won a 
worldwide fanbase, but also helped 
greenlight an Oscar-winning movie 
version of Les Miserables. Who knows 
what this year’s contestants are 
capable of achieving? 

One woman who’s thrilled to be 
back on the judging panel is Amanda 
Holden. “I can’t wait. It’ll be really 
interesting to see the dynamic and 
see whether David Walliams will be 
able to get away with murder like he 
did last year,” she laughs. Along with 
Messrs McPartlin and Donnelly, 
Holden is the thread that ties all the 
series together, honking her way 
through act after act with THAT laugh, 
and some often brilliant soundbites, 
such as her retort to a grumpy Cowell 
in one episode: “Get back in your 
cave, Voldemort.” 

It’s anyone’s guess what wonders 
awaits judges Cowell, Holden, 
Walliams and Alesha Dixon, but given 
the show’s track record, you can bet 
it’ll be bizarre, occasionally moving 
and a lot of fun.

Smaller Merc 
proved the 
cynics were 
just wrong

IN the four-door coupe market, Mercedes has 
form. When it was launched, the original CLS 
prompted much head-scratching from the 
press and was dismissed by many as little 
more than a glamorous sideshow. Oh, how 
wrong they were. 

For buyers seeking E-Class levels of road presence but 
wanting something more eye-catching than a traditional 
saloon, the CLS delivered in spades and was bought in 
droves. So, how do you expand the appeal of something like 
the CLS? Simple, you build a smaller one and call it the CLA. 

Seeking to cause the same disruption in the compact 
executive saloon market, the CLA’s aim is to add some 
much-needed glamour and, crucially, encourage younger 
buyers to embrace what’s often viewed as an older person’s 
brand. 

Key to the CLA’s appeal is that it doesn’t look like a con¬ 
ventional Mercedes. Displaying similar design cues as the 
latest generation A-Class at the front and a pleasingly 
shapely rear, the car’s appearance blends visual appeal with 
the ability to slice through the air more efficiently than your 
average small saloon - Mercedes has the numbers to prove 
it, too. 

Rakish looks and the CLA’s coupe-like profile aside, the 
car is different mechanically from your average Mercedes C- 
Class in that it’s front-wheel drive. 

This bucking of the premium market trend continues 
with power coming exclusively from four-cylinder engines - 
petrol and diesel - including a four-wheel drive AMG 
version. 

UK buyers initially get a choice of a 1.6-litre 122-horse¬ 
power petrol motor badged as CLA 180 and a 2.1-litre 170- 
horsepower CLA 220 CDI diesel unit. Launch specification 
is a six-speed manual transmission for the former and 
seven-speed direct-shift automatic for the latter. 

The CLA is a two-trim range - Sport and AMG Sport - 
boasting comfort and sport suspension set-ups respectively. 

The reality is a car that, despite being a fraction longer 
than a C-Class, feels surprisingly compact on the road. 

Comfortably 

The largely A-Class-influenced cabin fascia works well, 
especially the generously dimensioned central colour 
display and familiar switchgear, and there’s enough room 
up front for two adults to sit comfortably. In the back, it’s 
not quite the compromise you might first think. 

Granted, headroom is modest for all the obvious reasons, 
but there’s enough legroom for adults if the journey is short, 
yet there’s plenty of space for a small but growing family. 
Space isn’t an issue in the boot - all 470 litres of it - and 
there’s the double bonus of folding rear seats. 

Funky looks and reassuringly high levels of real-world 
practicality notwithstanding, the car’s also got to drive well. 

In front-drive guise, the CLS delivers a solid performance 
on a wide variety of road surfaces. The difference between 
comfort and sport set-ups is noticeable, although it’s good 
to know that the latter doesn’t disgrace itself on poorly sur¬ 
faced urban roads. 

The lack of pitch and roll when travelling at speed plus 
above-average levels of cabin refinement can be credited to 
the car’s well-sorted chassis and class-leading aerodynam¬ 
ics respectively. 

And in diesel guise, a choice likely to be popular with 
company car drivers, the combination of low noise and 
ample pulling power help cement the CLA’s engaging 
driver-focused appeal. 

For the UK, Mercedes is pitching the CLA as a youthful 
alternative to conventional compact executive models. 

As such, there’s a predictable sporty theme extending 
past the car’s model names; 18in wheels are the default size 
for both trim levels along with sports front seats and a 
chunky three-spoke steering wheel. 

The icing on the cake is the car’s polished road manners, 
which do much to banish any idea that it’s a car that’s aban¬ 
doned substance for style.

Bad weather prevented him com¬ 
pleting pre-season testing, so the first 
time he turned a wheel on his new MH 
Kawasaki was at the weekend. 

He suffered gearbox failure in 
Friday’s practice - already cut short 
due to snow and freezing tempera¬ 
tures. The team resolved the issue for

the following day to start to focus on 
developing the new bike. 

After qualifying 22nd, Quigley had 
his work cut out to score points in 
either of Sunday’s races. He had good 
battles, particularly in the second race 
with two-time Italian Superbike cham¬ 
pion Matteo Baiocco and ex-World 
Superbike ace Jakub Smrz, but he 
could manage only 18th and 17th 
respectively - outside the points. 

He said afterwards: “We always 


knew it was going to be tough. It’s a 
new team and new bikes, we had virtu¬ 
ally no data prior to coming here. 

“I think we have definitely made 
some good progress over the course of 
the weekend. The guys have all been 
working hard. 

“We’ve still got a long way to go but 
we just need to keep plugging away. 

“The good thingis that it’s only a few 
days until we go to Thruxton for the 
next round so we can keep things 
moving along. Hopefully we will be 
able to push on there and see if we can 
score some points.”
